21 mong other things )ut may plainely 

appeare by the Common prayers in the Church, 
commonly called Diuine ſernice, ,The firſt or1gt- 
nall and ground whercof, if a man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, hee ſhall finde that the 
ſame was not ordained, but of a good purpoſe,and 
fora preat aduaucement of godlnefle, For they ſo 
ordered the matter , that: the whole Bible ( or the 
greateſt part therevF) ſhould be read oner once e- 
uery yeere,intending thereby that the Clergie,and 
fpccially ſuch as were Miniſters of the Congrega- 
£10n) ſhould (by often reading and meditation of 
Gods word) be ſtirred v p to godlinefle themſelues, 
and be more able to exhort uthers by wholeſome 
_ docrinezand to confute them that wete aduerſarics 
to the trueth, And farther,that the peoplezby daily 
hearing of iioly Scripture read iny Churchyſhould 
continuaily profit? more and more 1n the know- 
ledge of God, and bee the more tnflamed with'the 
Jone of jus true' Religion, But theſe many yeeres 
paſſed, this godly and decent order of the ancient 
Fathers hatn bin ſo altered, broken, and neglected, 
by planting in vncertainſtortes,legeudss reſponds, 
verſes , vaine repetitions, commemorattons, aud 
fynodals , thar colnmonly when any booke of the. 
Bible was begun » before three or foure Chapters 
. were read out\all the reſt were vnread. And 11 this 
fort the booke of Eſay was begun in Aduent, and 
the booke of Genefis in Septaageſima : but they 
were onely begun, and neuer read thorow. After 
Like ſort were other bookes of holy Scripture vſed. 
Aud morcouer, whereas S., Paul would hane fuch 
language ſpoken to the people in the Church) as 
- they might vuderſtand, and haue profit by hearing 
the ſame: the ſeruice in this Church of England 

C theſe many yeeres ) hath beene read in TLatine to 
che peopleywhich they vnderſtand not:ſo that they 
have heard with their eares onely, and thetr heart, 

ſpirit and minde haue not beene edified thereby. 

And furthermore,notwirhſtanding that the anct- 
ent Fathers hanedinided the Pſalmes tnto ſcuen 
portions,wherof enery one was called a NoClzrne; 
now of latettme a few of them hane beene dayly 
£41d,& oftenrepeated,and the reſt ytierly omitted, 
' Moreouer, the number and hardneſle of the rules 
called the Pye, aud che manifold changings of the 
Seruice,was the canſe;that to turne the booke one- 
ty, was ſo lard and intricate a matter, that many 
£:mes .there was more bulineſle to finde out what 
ſhonld be read;tien to reade 1t when it was found 
out. Vieſe incommentences therfore confideredshere 
is ſet foorth ſuch an order, whereby the ſame ſhall 
be redrefſed. And fora rcadineſle in this matter, 
herc ts drawen - it a Kalender for that purpoſe, 
wWhicii 1s plate Gd cafo to he vndorſtood,wheretn 
{{umuch as may b.ÞJ) me readin? of ily Scriptures 
15 ſo ſet forth, t) Q:t all chinss thaibe done tn order; 
vithont breakiiy;z one prece chercof from another, 
For this cauſe becur off Authomes, Reſponds, laut- 
tatories,and ſnch like this as did breake the con- 
tinuall courſe of the reading of the Scripture. Yets 
becauſe there is noremeay, but that of neceſvity 
there nwſt bee ſome rules, therefore certaine rules 


we here fer forth which a5 they be few .1n mimber;

ſo they be platne and eafie to bee vnderftood. So 
tat here you havc an order for prayer a5 touching 
the realing of holy Scripture, much agreeable to 
the minde_and purpoſe of the olde Fathers, and a 
great deale more profitable and commodious,therr 
that which of lato was vſed. It is more profitable 
becaule here arc left out many things,wherot ſome 
be vntrue, ſome vncertainc, ſome vaine and ſuper- 
ſtitious, and nothfng 1s ordained to bee read, bat 
the very pure word ef God, the holy Scriptureszur 
that which is evidently grounded vvon the ſame, 
and that in ſuch'a language and erder, as is moſt 
calic and plaine for the vuderſtanding both of the 
readers and hcarcrs, It 1s alſo more commodtousy 
both for the ſhotti.efſe thereof, and for the plain- 
nefle of the order,arl for that the rules be few and 
ealje, Furthermore by this order the Carates ſhall 
need; none other bookes for their publike lernice, 
but this booke and the Bible « by the meanes where 
of the people {hall not be at ſv great charges for 
books,as in times paſt they haue ec Auf where 

erctoſore there hath becne great dinerfity in ſay 
ing and finging 1a Churches within this Realmez 
ſome following Salisbury vſe, ſome Hereford vſe, 
ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorke and ſome 
of Liicolne 3 now from hencefoorth all the whols 
Realme (hall hane but one vſc. And if any will 
tudpe this way more painefull , becauſe that all 
things muſt be read vpon the bookexwiicras befure 
by the reaſon of ſo oftdn repetition,they could ſap 
many things by heart: if thoſe men wil weigh their 
labour with the profit and knowledge which daily 
they ſhall obtaine by reading vpon the booke,thney 
will not refuſe the paine, 1p confideration of the 
great profite that thall enſne thereof, 

And foralnuch as nothing can almoſt bee fo 
plainely ſet foorth,but deubts may ariſe 1n the vſe2 
and praiſe of the ſame 2 to appeaſe all ſuch diuer - 
ſity C if any ariſe) and for the reſolution of ail 
doubts concerning the maner how to vuderſtand, 


do,and execnte the things conteincd jn this booke, 


the partics that fo doubt, or diuerſly take an 
thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Bithop of the Diov- 
celſe, who by his diſcretion {hall take order for the 
quizting-& appeaſing of the ſamesſo that the ſame 
order bee not contrary to any thing contained 1: 
thts booke, Aud if the Biſhop of ri;e Diocclle be in 
any doubt , then hee may ſcnd for the reſolution 
thereof vnto the Archatthop.

Let all things bee done among you, ſaith S, Paul, 
In a ſe-mely and due.order. The appointment of 
the which order pertaineth not to priuate men: 
ther:fore no man ought to take in hand , nor pre- 
ſume to appoint er alter any publike or common 
crder in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully cal- 
led and authorized thereunto, 

And whereas in thisonr time, the mindes of men 
are ſo diners, that ſvme thinke it a great matter of 
conſcience , to depart from a piece of the leatt of 
their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to their olde 
cuſtomes: and againe on the other (ide, ſome bee ſo 
new tangled, that they wonld innouate all things, 


2nd ſo deſpiſe the olde, that nothing can like them - 


but that is new ; it was thought expedient not ſo 
much to haue reſpe& how to pleaſe and (atisfie ci- 
ther of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God,and pro- 
fite them both, And yet leſt any man thonld be of- 
fended, whom good reaſon might fatisfie, here bee 
eertaine cauſes rendred,why ſome ol the accuſtomed 
Ceremonies bee put away, and ſome reteimed and 
kept (till. : 

Some arc put away, becauſe the preat exceſle and 
multitude of then hath ſo increaſed jn thele latter 
dayes, that the. burthenof them was intolerable, 
whetcof S, Auguſtine 3n his time complained, that 
they were growen to ſuch a number, that the «ſtate 
of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe, concerning 


that matter, then were the lewes, And he counſel- 


ted, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken a» 
way, a5 time weuld (crane quictly todoe it, 

But what would S, Auznſtine haue faid,if he had 
ſeenc the Ceremonies of late dayes vied among vs? 
whereanto the multitude vſcd in his time was not 
to bee compared. This our exceſsine multitude of 
Ceremonies was fo great , aud many of them fo 


darke, that they did more confound and darkey? 
then declare and ſet feorth Chriſts benefits vnto v3, 
And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a ccreme- 
niall Law (as much of Moſes Law was ) but it js a 
Religion to lerue God, not in bondage of the beure 
or {hadow, but in the treedome of the Spirit, being 
content onely with thoſe Ceremenies which doe 
ſerne to a decent order, and godly diſcipline, and . 
fuch as be apt to ſtir yp the dull mind of man to the 
remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable 
and ſpecial ſignification,wherbyhe might be edified, 
- Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the abs. 
liihment of certaine Ceremonies wa$,that they were 
ſo farre abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſſe 


of the rude and ynlearned, and partly by the Vnlte 


table auarice of ſuch as ſonght more their owne 
lncre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes could 
not well bee taken awvay, the thing remaining ſtilf, 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which perad- 
net3ture will bee offended, for that ſome of the olde 
Ceremonies are reteined ſtill 2 if they conſider, that 
without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſsible to keepe 
any order,or quiet diſcipline in the Church, they 
thall caſily perceine iuſt cauſe to refotme their indpe 
ments, And if they thinke much that any of the 
oide doe remaine, and would rather have all deuie 
ſed anew : then {uch men, granting ſome Ceremo« 
nies connenient to be had, ſurcly where the old may 
be well vſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprogue 
the elde, onely for their age, without bewraying of 
their owne folly, For in ſuch a caſe, they enght ras 
ther to hate reuerencevnro them for their antiquie 
tie, if they will declare themſelues to bee more flu= 
dious of vnity and concord,then of innovations and 
newlanglenefle, which ( as mnch as may bee, withz 
the true ſetting foorth of Chriſts Religion ) is al» 
wayes to be eſchewed, Furthermore, ſuch thall haug 
no iuſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerued to bee 
oltended, Fer as thoſe bee taken away which were 
moſt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences with 
out any canſe ; ſo the other that remaine, ate cetats 
ned tor a diſcipline and order, which ( vpon 'inft 
cauſes ) may bee altered and changed, and therefore 
are not tobeeſt:emed cquall with Gods Law, And 
moreouer, they bee neither darke nerdumbe Ceres 
monies, but are fo ſer foorth, that euery man may 
vaderitand what theydoe meanc , and to what vſe 
they doe ferue. So that it is not like, that they in 
time to comethould be abuſed as other haue beene, 
And in theſe ourdoings wee condemne no other 
Nations, nor preſcribe any thing, but to our owne 


people onely, For wee thinkeit conuenient, that e« 


very Countrey ijould vſe ſuch Ceremonies, as they 
(hall rhinke beſt to the ſetting ſeorth of Gods ho. 
nour and glory, and tothe reducing of the peeple 
to 2 mo{t perſett and godly lining, withont errour 
or tuperſtition : And that they ſhould put away os 
ther things, which ſrom time co time they perceiug 
to bee muſt abnſed, as in mens ordinances it oftew 
chanccth giuerily,in diners Countreys, 
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Tac Table and Kalender expreſiing theorder of the 


Plalmes , to be faidat Morning and Enening Prayer thorows

thou wilt coner and defend me with the buckler 
of thy mercy, againſt all the affanlts of the de- 
vill; I ſee and acknowledge that thereis in my 
ſelfe no helpe of ſalvation, but all my confidence y 
hope and truſtis in thy moſt mercifall goodnefſe, 
I haueno merits, nor good workes which 1 may 
alleadge before thee. Of finnes and euill workes 
(alas) I fee a vpreat heape, but through rhy mercy, 
I truſt to be inthe number of them to whom thouw 
wit not impute their fines, bvt take and accept | 
me for righteous and juſt,aud to be the inheritour | 
of encrlatting life. Thon mercifull Lord , waſt 
borne for my ſake, thou didit ſuffer both hunger & 
thirſt-for my ſake, thou diddeft preach and teach, 
thon didft pray and faſt for my ſaks, thon didſt all 
good workes and deeds for my ſake, thon ſuffe- 
redit moſt grieuons paines and torments for my 
ſake. And finally, thou gaveſt thy moſt precious 
Bodyto die, and thy Blood to be ſhed on the 
Croffe for my ſake. Now moſt mercifull Saujour, 
let al theſe things profit me,which thou freelyh 
e1nen me, that haſt given thy ſelfe for me. Let thy 
Blood cleanſe and waſh away the ſpots and foules 
nefſe of my fins. Let thy righteouſneſſe hide and 
coner mine vnrighteouſneſle, Let the merits oithy 
paſ4ion and Blood , bee the fatisfaRtion for my. 
ſinner, Give me, Lord, thy grace,that my faith and 
ſalnation tu thy Blood wauer not in mee, but bee 
ever firme and conſtant, that the hope of thy 
mercy,and life cuerlaſting neuer decay 1n mee,that 
charity waxe uot cold in mee, Finally, that the 
vieakeneſle of my fleſh be not ouercome with the 
feare of death, Grant me mercifull Saujovur,that 
when death hath ſhut vp the eyes of my body, yet 
thst the eyes of my ſoule may ſtill behold and 
looke vponthee,that when death hath taken away 
the vſc of my tongue and ſpeech, yet that my heart 
may cry, and ſay vnto thee, 11 72anus tuas Domine 
commendo (ptritum mum, (that is to ſay) O Lotdy 
anto thy hands | give and commit my fonle $ 70>.
